QUIT BUSINES 


‘Loss of Revenue From Law En- 
forcement Will Be From 
$150,000 to $200,000. 





Heavier licenses and strict enforce- 
ment of dramshop laws will put about 
200 saloons out of business when the 
renewal of licenses is made July 3, 
according to estimates made in the Ex- 
cise Commissioner's office. 

This will lessen the city revenue from 
$150,000 to $200,000 and the State revenue 
from $60,000 to $80,000 a year. Two hun- 
dred and sixty-one’ licenses have been 
revoked since Commissioner Mulvihill 
began enforcing the law literally. 

The Anti-Saloon League is making a 
vigorous fight against the renewal of li- 
censes of saloons within 400 feet of pub- 
lic parks.

_ Bessinghaus had refused food for so 
many days that he was extremely weak. 
As soon as the attendant left the room, 


upturned his heavy iron bed on. end 
against the wall. He took the sheet, 
and climbing on a chair, knotted one 
end to the top of the upturned bed and 
the other about his neck. Then he 
kicked the chair from under him. 


Efforts to Save Are Futile, 


When the attendant returned, Sessing- 
haus was still breathing. He was cut 
down and all means of resuscitation re- 
sorted to, without avail. He died a few 


minutes afterwards. 

The attendant who had received the 
romise of the suicide’s mother to visit 
im, ran back to the telephone and was 
able to reach her ‘before she started 
and tell her it was too late. She di- 
rected that the body be sent to an un- 
dertaker. : 
Young Sessinghaus was an intimate of 
ithe hospital from December, 1906, to May 
9, » when he was discharged as 
cured. Two weeks later, however, he 
was returned by his family.

Grace Scollard Says She'll

A declaration that she will ‘‘take no 
chances’ against any strangers who 
might ‘make an attempt to enter the 
premises is the answer that Mrs. Grace 
Scollard makes to an anonymous letter 
of a threatening trend and bearing the 
skull and crossbones, received by her 
mother, Mrs. E. L. Scully, 2842 Arling- 
ton avenue. 

Mrs. Scully resides and is a large 

property owner in the vicinity where a 
negro amusement park is contemplated 
on Union boulevard-eand Labadie ave- 
nues. She joined in a general protest 
against the establishment of a place 
where negroes would assemble. 
' Following publication of the protest 
that property owners were making, Mrs. 
Scully received in a neat, plain white 
envelope a note properly addressed. 

“I'll meet you at Arlington avenue.

This was all that was written on the 
sheet of paper inclosed, but a penned 
sketch of a skull and crossbones were 
added, and these terrorized Mrs. Scully 
and her daughter. 

_ Not Going to Take Chance. 

“It is surely a result of that negro 
amusement protest,’’ said.Mrs. Scollard, 
the daughter, in speaking of the threat- 
ening epistle. ‘‘No one lives here but 
myself and my mother, and while we 
feel a bit alarmed, yet I am going to 
take charge of the situation. No strange 
face had better make its appearance 
on these premises. I'll give you that 
tip. And I ‘am not going to wait for 
an investigation.’ 

Mrs. Scollard is the. widow of John 
A. Scollard, who as a member of the 
“Broadway Squad’ was well known. In 
January, 1906,°- within less than 24 hours 
after he and Mrs. Grace Scollard had 
been married, the officer killed himself. 

Mrs. Scollard had been connected with 
the police force, appearing on the pay 
roll as “Officer’’ Burke. She had been 
assigned special duty. 3 

“I'll admit that we are alarmed over 
the threatening letter,’’ said Mrs. Scol- 
lard to a Post-Dispatch reporter. “It 
is enough to frighten anyone, because a 
person who will hide behind such meth- 
ods to frighten might do any other 
cowardly act. My mother never goes 
out at night, and the person who sent 
that skull and cross bones would never 
dare to attack her in the daylight.” 

Will Protect Her Home, 

“T will take charge of the situation 
at night, and I will see that no one 
enters the house.”’ 

‘“‘Are you clever with a pistol?” 

“T did not say I'd use a pistol, or 
what I would do,” replied Mrs. Scol- 
lard in determined tones, “‘but I did say 
that I wouldn't hesitate a moment to 
protect this house against intruders.”’ 

Mrs. Scollard stated that her mother 
owns several houses and has quite an 
income from rents, and because of this 
fact people believe that they keep mon- 
ey in the house. This she denied. Here- 
tofore, said Mrs. Scollard, it has been 
a fear of burglars, and now that this 
threat is made she will not sit longer 
in fear and trembling, but will place 
herself on guard and look to the pro- 
tection of her home.

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ECONOMY IN REBUILDING. 
In the rebuilding of San Francisco, methods .of 
economical leveling and construction have been 
sought out and practiced to a greater degree, prob- 
ably, than at any other time and place in the world’s 
history. As an instance typical of this may be cited 
the work done on the Crocker Bullding, where every 
avenue to waste, both of material and labor; was 
successfully closed through the exercise of a little 
ingenuity and forethought, aided by the best of mod- 
ern crushing machinery.

BRESNAHAN’S SHIN GUARDS

The evils cre- 
ated can only be corrected at the 
sources of their origin, that is in the 
State legislatures themselves, unless the 
country is disposed to indorse the ex- 
treme recommendations of the Presi- 
dent, that the direct and absolute con- 
trol of railways be turned over to the 
Federal Government.

In the prevailing condition of specu- 
lative sentiment and in the present spec- 
ulative frame of mind it might be as 
well to admit right here that such a 
prospect would not now be regarded 
with grave concern or aversion in finan- 
cial. circles without any regard to the 
constitutional aspects of the question. 

The feeling in this direction, which 
would have been regarded as revolution- 
ary a decade ago is growing stronger 
all the time mainly because railway 
managers and investors in railway se- 
curities see in such an issue the only 
practical way out of the difficulties and 
impediments now harassing them. 

As noted above, it now remains to be 
seen whether a single speech by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, and one upon which di- 
verse constructions may certainly be 
placed is going to influence investment 
sentiment to a corresponding extent 
which it exercised upon merely specula- 
tive opinion.

The episode of the President's Indian- 
apolis speech and the stock market is 
one of those incidents without which 
Wall street would not be Wall street.

PAUL, June 1.—Bight so-called 
friendly suits were filed in the -United 
States District Court today against the 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, 5t.
